The Company owns all of the outstanding common stock of GAM Funding Inc GAM Funding GAM

Funding is Delaware corporation which was organized in April 1998

Summary of Significant Accounting Policies

Basis of Presentation and Principles of Consolidation

has become the exclusive reference of authoritative U.S generally accepted accounting principles
